3. Claims 1 - 42 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims 1, 19, 37 - 42, for example, which include a 
measurement device to provide measurement information related to the surface area of 
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the SPD and the measurement device includes a current sensing resistor providing 
voltage drop information indicating a voltage drop across the current sensing resistor. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The closest prior art 

Saxe (6,529,312 B1) discloses, anisometrically shaped carbon and /or graphite 
particles, liquid suspensions and films thereof and light valves comprising same. 

McNeil-Watson et al (US 2002/0040851 A1) discloses, mobility and effects 
arising from surface charge.
